The Executive Office for United States Attorneys has received your Freedom of 
Information Act request and assigned the above number to the request. Due to the lapse of 
appropriations from December 22, 2018, through January 25, 2019, your correspondence was not 
reviewed by an official in this Office until January 28, 2019. 

You have requested records concerning a third party (or third parties). Records pertaining 
to a third party generally cannot be released absent express authorization and consent of the third 
party, proof that the subject of your request is deceased, or a clear demonstration that the public 
interest in disclosure outweighs the personal privacy interest and that significant public benefit 
would result from the disclosure of the requested records. Since you have not furnished a release, 
death certificate, or public justification for release, the release of records concerning a third party 
would result in an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy and would be in violation of the 
Privacy Act, 5 U.S.C.§ 552a. These records are also generally exempt from disclosure pursuant 
to sections (b)(6) and (b)(7)(C) of the Freedom of Information Act, 5 U.S.C. § 552. This is our 
standard response to such requests and should not be taken to mean that records do, or do 
not, exist. 

Should you obtain the written authorization and consent of the third party for release of 
the records to you, please submit a new request for the documents accompanied by the written 
authorization. A form is enclosed to assist you in providing us the authorization and consent of 
the subject of your request. Your name should appear in the section titled “Optional.” The 
authorization must be notarized or signed under penalty of perjury pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 1001.

This is our final action on this above-numbered request. If you are not satisfied with my 
response to this request, you may administratively appeal by writing to the Director, Office of 
Information Policy (OIP), United States Department of Justice, Suite 11050, 1425 New York 
Avenue, NW, Washington, DC 20530-0001, or you may submit an appeal through OIP's 
FOIAonline portal by creating an account on the following web site: 






Your appeal must be postmarked or 
electronically transmitted within ninety (90) days of the date of my response to your request. If 
you submit your appeal by mail, both the request and the envelope should be clearly marked
